IN  THE  AREA. 

1.  Laboratory  Facilities. 

All  bacteriological  examinations  reciuired  were  carried 
out  free  of  charge  at  the  Medical  Research  Council’s  Labora- 
tory, The  Parade,  Cardiff. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  Cardiff  and  County  Laboratory 
undertook,  at  fixed  charges,  the  chemical  examination  of 
water,  ice-cream,  etc.

2.  Ambulance  Facilities. 

Ambulance  facilities  for  the  district  are  provided  by  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council.  The  Ambulance  Station  foi 
your  area  is  established  in  the  Ambulance  Depot,  Oak  Street, 
Maerkenfig  (Tel.  No.  303.)  'I'here  is,  however,  a Sub-Station 
?\t  the  Fire  Station,  John  Street,  Porthcawl. 

The  ambulance  facilities  provided  by  the  Glamorgan 
County  Council  are  regarded  as  entirely  satisfactory. 

3.  National  Health  Service  Act. 

The  duties  required  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council 
under  this  part  of  the  Act,  are  carried  out  in  your  area 
through  the  Divisional  Health  Office,  Quarella  Road 

Bridgend  ('Pel.

It 

is  through  this  office  that  provision  is  made 

and  Child  Welfare  Service.  Home  Cursing  Service  Home 
Help  Service,  School  Medical  Service,  and  the  Health  \ isit- 

ing  Service. 
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4.  Mental  Health  Service. 

^ The  Mental  Mealth  Service  is  under  the  administrative 
control  of  the  County  Medical  Officer.  Advice  regarding- 
the  procedure  for  admission  to  hospital  for  treatment,  and 
the  removal  of  mental  patients  is  undertaken  for  your 
district  by  their  duly  authorised  officer,  Mr.  D.  J.  Lewis, 
14,  Carlos  Street,  Port  Talbot  ('Pel.  No.  Port  Talbot  555). 

5.  General  Practitioner  Service. 

The  General  Practitioner  Service  in  the  Porthcawl  Urban 
District  is  organised  through  the  Executive  Council  of  the 
Administrative  County.  The  address  of  the  Executive 
Council  for  the  area  of  the  Administrative  County  of  Glam- 
organ is  “Glamorgan  Executive  Council,”  47,  Park  Place, 
Cardiff. 

There  are  six  General  Practitioners  actively  engaged  in 
medical  duties  and  the  services  rendered  by  them  are  regard- 
ed as  entirely  satisfactory. 

6.  Hospital  Service. 

Hos])ital  facilities  for  the  area  are  provided  through  the 
Mid-Glamorgan  Hospital  Management  Committee,  8,  Wind 
Street,  Neath  (Tel.  No.  Neath  2251). 

General  medical  and  surgical  facilities  are  obtained  in 
the  Bridgend  General  Hospital  and  the  Bridgend  and  District 
Cottage  Plospital. 

In  recent  years  owing  to  the  diminution  of  the  number 
of  infectious  diseases  occurring  in  your  district,  man}^  of  the 
beds  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  have  remained  empty.  A> 
there  is  difficulty  in  finding  sufficient  beds  for  tuberculosis 
cases  from  the  Mid-Glamorgan  area,  the  Hospital  Manage- 
ment Committee  have  utilised  54  beds  in  the  Cefn  Hirgoed 
Isolation  Hospital  for  the  treatment  of  male  and  female  cases 
of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

7.  Tuberculosis. 

Facilities  for  the  diagnosis,  home  and  clinic  treatment 
of  Tuberculosis  are  obtained  througih  Dr  Hugh  Trail,  Chest 
Physician  Old  Cottage  Hospital,  Bridgend  (Tel.  No.  Bridgend 
345).  In  this  work.  Dr.  Trail  is  assisted  by  an  assistant 
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Chest  Physician.  The  Chest  Physicians  are  responsible  for 
the  mejcal  treatment  of  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis^ 
at  the  Cefn  Hirgoed  Isolation  Hosjiital. 

As  will  be  noted  from  the  appropriate  Table,  the  number 
of  new  cases  and  deaths  Avhich  occurred  during  the  year 
1950,  show  no  great  change  from  previous  years. 

Pvery  co-operation  was  given  by  the  House  Letting 
Committee  in  the  re-housing  of  applicants  suffering  from 
Pulmonary  'I'uberculosis,  who  were  living  under  adverse 
conditions.

8.  National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

a.  Removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  in  need  of 

care  and  attention — Section  47. 

No  action  was  taken  by  the  Council  under  Section  47  of 
the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  during  the  year  1950. 

b.  Burial  of  the  Dead — Section  50. 

No  money  was  expended  by  the  Council  in  carrying  out 
burials  under  Section  SO  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 


9.  Care  of  the  Aged. 

During  the  year  my  services  were  sought  by  several 
General  Practitioners  and  the  National  Assistance  Board, 
owing  to  their  difficulty  in  obtaining  admission  to  hospital  of 
elderly  persons  who  were  in  need  of  hosjjital  accommodation. 
In  spite  of  the  closest  co-operation,  and  every  possible  assist- 
ance from  the  Bridgend  General  Hosi)ital,  one  does  feel  that 
there  are  not  sufficient  beds  available  for  those  aged  persons 
who  are  taken  ill  and  may  recpiire  hos])ital  treatment  for  a 
prolonged  period. 


In  order  to  assist  aged  persons  in  the  provision  of  suit- 
able housing  accommodation,  the  Council  has  built  twelve 
bungalow  type  dwellings. 


Ministry  of  National  Insurance. 

'Phe  office  of  this  De])artment  is  situated  at  the  Central 
Buildings,  57,  Mary  Street,  Porthcawl.  It  is  in  this  building 
also  that  facilities  are  made  for  the  National  Assistance 
Visitor  who  is  available  each  week  on  a Wednesday  morning. 
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SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
l._WATER  SUPPLY. 

(a)  No  new  sources  of  supply  are  in  operation. 

295  samples  have  been  anal3'^sed ; 161  were  found 
satisfactory  and  12  unsatisfactory;  120  moderate 
])urity.  Four  chemical  samples  were  taken. 

(b)  The  inhabitants  of  the  town  derive  their  water 
sup])ly  from  undertakings  o\vned  and  controlled  b}’- 
the  Porthcawl  Urban  District  Council.  'Phe  Council 
has  Statutory  Powers  to  supply  an  area  of  3,737 
acres  within  which  are  situated  2,500  premises  with 
an  estimated  population  of  nearly  10,000  persons, 
increasing  to  a resident  population  of  30,000  in  the 
holiday  season. 

(c)  The  main  source  of  supply  is  the  Craig-yr-Aber 
Impounding  Reservoir,  situated  at  the  head  of  a 
valley  in  the  Margam  Hills.  The  gathering  grounds 
for  this  reservoir  (covering  an  area  of  approx. 
470  acres)  have  been  acquired  by  the  Council  in 
order  to  safeguard  the  su])])ly  against  contamina- 
tion. 

(d)  The  impounding  reservoir  delivers  raw  water  to  a 
service  reservoir  (1,000,000  gallons  capacity)  which 
is  situated  at  Ty-Coch,  within  the  Urban  Area.  This 
service  reservoir  also  receives  water  from  a brook 
which  drains  an  area  known  as  Cwm  Fadog,  on  the 
Eastern  side  of  the  Craig-Yr-Aber  Valley.  A 
supplementary  supply  of  hard  water  is  pumped,  as 
occasion  demands  from  a borehole  situated  near 
Fynnon  Fawr,  Nottage. 

(e)  The  upland  supplies  are  of  good  quality;  the  water 
from  Craig-yr-Aber  has  a hardness  of  two  to  three 
degrees  whilst  the  Cwm  Fadog  water  is  slightly 
harder,  approximately  7 degrees. 
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Water  obtained  from  the  borehole  at  Fynnon 
Fawr  is  very  hard,  varying  from  30  to  over  50 
degrees  of  hardness  according  to  the  continuity  of 
pumping,  and  the  Chloride  content  of  this  water 
is.  abnormally  high 


Remarks. 

For  many  years  the  water  supply  of  your  district  has 
been  a source  of  constant  anxiety.  Owing  to  the  influx  of 
visitors  into  the  district  during  the  Summer  months,  the 
quantity  available  has  not  been  sufficient  to  meet  normal  de- 
mands. Assistance  from  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board 
has  frequently  been  required,  and  severe  curtailment  of  the 
water  su])ply  has  been  necessary.  Water  used  during  the 
vSummer  months  includes  a sup])ly  from  the  Fynnon  FaAvr 
borehole,  which  on  account  of  its  hardness  and  high  chloride 
contem  is  totall}'-  unsuitable  for  domestic  purposes.  During 
the  Summer  months  of  1950,  this  su])])ly  became  heavily  con- 
laminated  with  faecal  coli  organisms,  and  it  became  necessary 
for  me  to  advise  the  Council  to  discontinue  the  use  of  ^vater 
from  this  source.  Without  this  supply,  an  already  difficult 
])Ositioii  became  impossible,  and  it  was  necessary  to  re-open 
it  as  a temporary  measure.  Before  doing  so,  however, 
hourly  checks  of  the  chlorinating  plant  and  daily  bacterio- 
logical examination  of  the  ^^'ater  su])])ly  was  instituted  as  a 
safeguard  to  the  jmblic. 

In  view  of  the  ever  recurring  difficulties  with  the  w'atcr 
su])])ly,  every  effort  was  made  to  find  an  additional  source, 
but  your  Council  w^ere  eventually  forced  to  the  decision  that 
the  only  solution  practicable  was  to  become  a constituent 
member  of  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board. 

2.— DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

(a)  The  major  portion  of  the  district  is  sewered;  one 
small  section  has  a separate  system  for  surface 
water  drainage,  the  remainder  is  on  a combined 
system.  That  part  of  the  Urban  Area  West  of  the 
railway  drains  by  gravity  to  a sea  outfall  near  Iron 
Gate  Point.  Most  of  the  sewage  of  the  Eastern 
section  gravitates  to  a pumping  station  at  Gian 
Road,  the  remainder  to  a sea  outfall  situated 
opposite  the  Red  House,  Newton. 

The  Newton  Beach  sewer  outfall  is  defective  and 
crude  sewage,  escaping  through  the  eroded  cast  iron 
pipes,  causes  serious  fouling  of  the  Beach  in  that  area. 
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in  the  past,  unavoidable  circumstances  have  de-^ 
layed  the  execution  of  works  for  remedying  th^^ 
nuisance.  As  this  beach  is  extensievly  used  during 
the  Summer  season,  the  De])artment  is  indeed  very 
concerned  that  this  serious  nuisance  which  is  a 
potential  danger  to  public  health  has  not  been 
satisfactorily  dealt  with. 

I would  again  urge  high  priority  for  this  work. 

(b)  Important  extensions  to  the  sewers  have  been  made 
during  the  year  to  meet  the  needs  of  new  develop- 
ment on  the  Council's  Housing  Estate,  these  include 
the  following; — 

Foulm^  System — 380  yards  of  12  inch,  950  yards 
of  9 inch,  and  400  yards  of  6 inch  glazed  earthen- 
ware. 

vSurface  System — 100  yards  of  15  inch,  30  yards 
12  inch,  1,125  yards  of  9 inch,  and  807  yards  of  6 
inch  concrete  i)ipes. 

17  new  houses  were  connected  to  the  Council’s 
sewers. 

Cesspools. 

The  number  of  cess])ools  in  use  is  43.  In  addition 
to  the  foregoing  there  are  3 septic  tanks. 

'I'hese  are  situated  in  parts  of  the  District  to  which 
no  sewer  is  readily  accessible,  and  the  necessary 
extensions  wdth  a view^  to  connecting  up  these 
properties  are  not  at  the  present  time  considered 
practicable. 

The  emptying  and  cleansing  of  cesspools  is  carried 
out  by  the  Councib's  w'orkmen  under  the  direction 
of  the  Surveyor. 


THE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  TOWN  REFUSE. 
Collection. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  stab  under 
the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 
Residential  quarters  have  a weekly  collection  of  their  house- 
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-hold  refuse,  whilst  from  business  centres  and  hotels  the  refuse 
*s  collected  twice  and  sometimes  more  often  each  week.  It 
is  suggested  that  if  possible,  the  Council  should  consider 
more  frequent  regular  collections  of  refuse,  and  possibly 
return  to  the  pre-war  arrangements,  when  residential  houses 
were  collected  twice  a week  and  the  large  hotels  daily. 


All  refuse  is  collected  in  modern  and  specially  designed 
motor  vehicles  thereby  reducing  to  a minimum  any  nuisance 
which  may  arise. 


Refuse  Disposal. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  “controlled”  tipping,  the 
“Dump”  being  situated  on  the  Sand  Dunes  of  the  East  Ward, 
to  the  West  of  Rhych  Avenue. 

'Pipping  is  carried  out  in  ])roi)er  layer  formations,  the 
refuse  being  levelled  and  top  dressed  with  6 to  9 inches  of 
clear  soil,  sand  or  other  suitable  material. 


Back  Lanes. 

iWery  effort  is  made  to  keep  the  back-lanes  of  the  District 
in  as  clean  and  passable  a state  as  present  circumstances 
will  allow.  Frequent  inspections  are  made  with  a view  to 
preventing  deposit  and  accumulation  of  refuse  thereon.

General  Observations. 

As  stated  in  previous  reports,  it  is  not  possible  to  give 
accurate  figures  for  overcrowding.  investigation  into  living 
conditions  of  applicants  for  adequate  accommodation  showed 
that  a number  of  houses  are  occupied  by  more  than  the 
permitted  number. 

lught  families,  or  thirty-three  ])ersons  of  all  ages  were 
re-housed  during  the  year. 

Seventeen  new  houses  were  comjileted  and  t)ccu])ied 
during  the  year.  Thirteen  were  built  by  private  enterprise, 
whilst  the  Council  completed  four  houses  and  had  a further 
forty-eight  in  course  of  erection.

Ice-Cream. 

The  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations  came 
into  force  on  the  1st  May,  1947.  These  Regulations  pre- 
scribe the  method  by  which  Ice-Cream  should  be  manufac- 
tured. The  occupiers  of  all  the  registered  premises  within 
the  Urban  District  are  aware  of  the  requirements  of  these 
Regulations.  Excellent  co-operation  exists  between  the 
occupiers  of  registered  premises  and  the  Health  Department. 

There  appears  to  be  a growing  tendency  for  the  sale 
of  pre-packed  ice-cream  in  the  town  and  this  should  be  en- 
couraged as  there  is  much  less  risk  of  contamination. 

It  is  also  pleasing  to  note  the  marked  improvement  in 
the  type  and  condition  of  vehicles  used  for  the  sale  of  this 
commodity.

Diphtheria. 

No  notifications  were  received  during  the  year  under 
review.  It  should  be  brought  to  your  notice  that  this  is  the 
third  successive  year  during  which  no  positive  case  of 
diphtheria  has  occurred,  and  it  must  be  comforting  to  the 
public  to  know  that  the  last  death  in  your  area  from  this  dis- 
ease occurred  in  1945.  There  is  no  doubt  that  this  remarkable 
achievement  is  due  to  immunisation  against  the  disease. 
Members  will  no  doubt  recollect  the  fear  that  diphtheria 
caused  in  the  days  prior  to  immunisation,  but  it  is  of  vital 
importance  that  all  parents  should  realise  that  it  is  only  by 
having  their  children  protected  that  this  S])lendid  achieve- 
ment can  be  maintained. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  10  cases  notified  during  the  year,  of  which 
seven  were  removed  to  hospital. 

On  all  occasions,  if  home  conditions  were  satisfactory, 
every  effort  was  made  to  encourage  the  isolation  of  Scarlet 
Fever  cases  at  home.  In  recent  years.  Scarlet  Fever  has  been 
of  a mild  character,  and  com])lications  have  been  few.  Our 
increased  knowledge  of  this  disease  has  shown  that  a septic 
throat  and  Scarlet  Fever  arc  the  same  condition,  except  that 
in  one  a rash  happens  to  develop.  Control  of  Scarlet  Fever, 
therefore,  becomes  a problem  of  controlling  all  infected 
throats. 

Poliomyelitis. 

h'our  cases  were  notified  during  the  year;  three  of  these 
were  visitors  to  the  town,  who  complained  of  vague  sickness 
upon  arrival,  and  developed  signs  of  paralysis  within  24  hours. 
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1 he  other  case  was  a child,  resident  in  the  area,  wh^^ 
developed  severe  paralysis  with  permanent  disability. 


All  the  cases  Avere  admitted  to  hospital.  There  was  one 
death  from  this  disease. 

'I'hese  cases  occurred  during  the  summer  months,  and 
there  was  close  co-o])eration  between  the  medical  practi- 
tioners in  the  area  and  the  Health  Department,  and  many 
suspected  cases  were  examined  and  kept  under  observation. 

Detailed  investigations  were  carried  out  in  each  case  and 
reports  thereon  forwarded  to  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  and 
the  County  Medical  Officer. 


Contacts  were  advised  to  avoid  crowded  places,  excessive 
fatigue  and  to  pay  particular  regard  to  personal  hygiene. 

Measles. 

Fifty-two  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  during  the  year. 
One  case  was  removed  to  hospital.  Those  cases  notified  in 
the  summer  months  and  who  Avere  staying  in  the  various 
camps  Avere  transferred  home  by  ambulance,  the  remainder 
were  isolated  and  treated  at  home. 

Whooping  Cough. 

Fifteen  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified  during 
the  year.
